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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  May  25  the  U.   S.  Department  of  Agriculture  declared  additional  de- 
ficits in  the  1973  sugar  quotas  totalling  148,380  short  tons,  raw  value, 
consisting  of  20,000  tons  for  Puerto  Rico,  100,232  tons  for  the  West  Indies, 
15,889  tons  for  Panama  and  12,259  tons  for  Honduras.     The  press  release 
accompanying  this  action,  together  with  the  revised  quotas  are  sho^m  herein 
beginning  on  Page  ' 

Sales  of  sugar  during  19  73  continue  at  a  record  rate.     Through  June  16, 
1973,  preliminary  reports  indicate  that  4,955,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  of 
sugar  were  delivered.     During  the  comparable  periods  of  1972  and  1971  re- 
ported deliveries  totaled  4,914,000  and  4,720,000  tons,  respectively. 
Constructive  deliveries,  i.e.,  sugar  sold  and  charged  to  quotas  in 'December 
but  physically  delivered  in  January  and  February  of  the  following  year , amounted 
to  129,000  tons  in  1972,  88,000  tons  in  1971  and  161,000  tons  in  1970. 
Accordingly,  physical  deliveries  through  June  16  totaled  5,084,000  tons 
compared  with  5,002,000  tons  and  4,881,000  tons,  respectively,  during 
those  periods  of  1972  and  1971. 

Inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all  primary  distributors 
as  of  June  2,  1973,  totaled  2,544,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to  pre- 
liminary reports.     This  was  288,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and 
128,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  May  of  last  year.     Beet  processors' 
stocks  of  1,192,000  tons  were  121,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  April  and 
56,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  May  of  last  year.  Cane  sugar  refiners' 
stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  were  reported  as  949,000  tons  down  84,000 
tons  from  the  end  of  April  and  down  162,000  tons  from  the  end  of  May  last 
year . 

Regionally,  reported  'deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  destina- 
tion during  the  period  January-April  1973  were  2.1  percent  above  those  of 
the  comparable  period  of  1972.     Increases  occurred  in  four  of  the  five 
geographical  regions  with  the  North  Central  region  up  the  most,  6.1  percent, 
followed  by  the  New  England  up  1.5  percent,  the  mid-Atlantic  up  1.0  percent 
and  the  West  up  0.7  percent.     Deliveries  in  the  South  were  reported  as  doxm 
1.0  percent.     Individually,  31  states  received  more  sugar  during  the  19  73 
period,  19  received  less.     There  were  eight  states  with  increases  of  more 
than  100,000  hundredweight — Michigan  had  the  largest  increase,  364,000  hun- 
dredweight, followed  by  Wisconsin  up  301,000,  Missouri  up  243 , 000 , Pennsylvania 
up  215,000  and  New  York  up  214,000.     Of  those  states  wheire  reported  deliver- 
ies were  less  during  the  January-April  1973  period  than  during  those  months  of 
19  72,  New  Jersey  had  the  largest  decrease,  294,000  hundredweight,  followed  by 
Delaware  down  222,000,  Ohio  down  165,000  and  California  down  119,000.

JUNE  1973 


On  May  21,  1973,  interested  sellers  in  several  of  the  pricing  regions 
announced  that  prices  for  all  grades  of  industrial  sugars  would  be  increased 
June  1  by  the  amount  that  the  spot  price  for  May  (No.   10  Contract  of  the 
New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  exceeded  9.65  cents  per  pound  (the  aver- 
age of  the  spot  price  for  April).     The  spot  price  for  May  averaged  10.06  cents 
per  pound  and  increases  of  .41  cent  per  pound  were  announced  in  the  Northeast, 
Mid-Central,  Western  Ohio-Lower  Michigan,  Southeast,  Gulf  and  Chicago-west 
regions.     The  new  price  quotations  were  announced  as  being  effective  for  the 
month  of  June.     In  the  Chicago-West  region,  some  sellers  indicated  they  would 
give  consideration  to  orders  for  shipment  or  delivery  through  June  7  at  prices 
in  effect  prior  to  the  .41  cent  per  pound  increase. 

On  June  1,  1973,  a  beet  sugar  processor  announced,  effective  close  of 
business  the  same  day,  in  the  Chicago-West  region,  a  price  of  13.05  cents  per 
pound  for  refined  sugar  sold  at  wholesale    in  100-pound  paper  bags  with 
provision  for  acceptance  of  orders     on    a      day-to-day      basis     at  pre- 
advance  prices  through  June  15.     In  a  later  announcement  the  effective  date 
of  this  announcement  was  changed  July  2,  19  73. 

President  Nixon  on  June  13,  1973,  imposed  a  freeze  on  prices,  including 
food,  for  up  to  60  days,  effective  immediately.     The  freeze  will  hold  prices 
at  levels  no  higher  than  those  charged  during  the  first  eight  davs  of  June 
1973. 

Shown  below  are  the  quoted  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  a£  wholesale 
in  100-pound  paper  bags — the  basis  pack — and  in  bulk,  by  sales  territories.

Significant  variations  of  actual  prices  from  the  quoted  prices  may  be 
found  in  certain  regions  reflecting  discounts  resulting  from  competitive 
conditions . 
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The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound 
paper    bags  during  May  averaged  14.58  cents  per  pound,  up  from  14.42  cents 
in  April  and  13.96  cents  per  pound  during  May  of  last  year,  an  increase  of 
4.4  percent  during  the  12-nionth  period. 

Reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  types  of  buyer  during  the^fi^st 
quarter  of  1973  were  up  2.4  percent  to  industrial  users  as  a  group,  as  com- 
pared to  the  first  quarter  of  1972  while  deliveries  of  sugar  for  consump- 
tion in  homes  and  institutions  declined  6.2  percent.  Six  of  the  seven  in- 
dustrial type  users  received  more  sugar  during  the  1973  quarter. 
Deliveries  for  use  in    non-food  products,  a  relatively  minor  industrial 
use,  increased  the  most,  22.3  percent,  followed  by  ice  cream  and  dairy  products 
up  10.2  percent,  canners  up  8.0  percent,  multiple  unclassified  foods  up  7.2 
percent,  bakeries  up  1.4  percent  and  beverages,  the  largest  single  category 
of  use,  up  1.2  percent.     Deliveries  for  use  in  confectionery  and  related 
products  declined  5.6  percent. 

Deliveries  to  non-industrial  type  users  during  the  first  quarter  of 
1973  were  down  to  two  of  the  four  categories,  as  compared  with  the  same  quarter 
of  1972.     Deliveries  to  retail  grocers,  including  chain  stores  and  super- 
markets, were  down  9.2  percent,  and  to  wholesalers,     the  second  largest 
category  of  use,  were  down  5.9  percent.  Deliveries  to  hotels,  restaurants  and 
institutions     and  to  all  other  users,  the  two  smallest  categories  of  use, were 
up  5.1  and  3.7  percent,  respectively. 

Deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by  primary 
distributors  during  the  first  quarter  of  19  73,  were  up  6.8  percent  over  those 
of  the  first  quarter  of  1972.  Deliveries  of    bulk  beet  sugar, which  accounted 
for  45  percent  of  all  bulk  sugar  deliveries,  increased  12.5  percent  while  de- 
liveries of  bulk  cane  sugar  increased  2.6  percent. 

Deliveries  of  liquid  sugar,  both  beet  and  cane,  by  primary  distribu- 
tors during  January-March  1973,  were  up  2.8  percent  as  compared  with  the  same 
period  of  1972;  deliveries  of  liquid  cane  sugar  which  accounted  for  about  82 
percent  of  all  liquid  sugar  delivered  during  this  period,  increased  5.0 
percent  while  deliveries  of  liquid  beet  sugar  declined  6.2  percent. 

Deliveries     of  cane  and  beet  sugar  in  consumer-size  packages   (less  than 
50  pounds)  by  primary  distributors  were  8.4  percent  smaller  during  the  first 
quarter  of  1973  as  compared  with  that  quarter  of  1972.     Deliveries  of  cane 
sugar  in  consumer-size  packages,     which  in  the  1973  quarter  accounted  for  82 
percent  of  all  consumer-size  package  deliveries,  declined  9.3  percent  while 
beet  sugar  deliveries  similarly  packaged  were  down  4.1  percent. 

First  quarter  1973  deliveries  of  industrial  and  institutional  packages 
(granulated  sugar  50  pounds  and  over),  both  beet  and  cane,  declined  6.0  per- 
cent as  compared  with  the  same  1972  quarter.     Beet  sugar,  which  comprised 
about  26  percent  of  the  total  in  the  1973  quarter,  decreased  17.4  percent 
while  cane  sugar  packages  decreased  1.3  percent. 
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Corn  refiners'  shipments  of  corn  sweeteners  (corn  sirup  and  dextrose) 
increased  17.1  percent  during  the  first  quarter  of  1973,  as  compared  with 
the  same  quarter  of  1972.     Corn  sirup,  which  accounted  for  about  75  percent 
of  all  corn  sweetener  shipments  reported  during  the  1^73  quarter,  increased 
21  percent  while  dextrose  shipments  were  up  7.3  percent.     All  of  the  seven 
categories  of  users  to  which  corn  sirup  shipments  were  reported  received 
more  corn  sirup  during  the  1973  quarter.     Shipments  for  use  in  beverages 
and  non-food  products  increased  the  most — 108  and  56  percent  respectively, 
followed  by  shipments  to  bakeries  up  29.    percent,  unclassified  food  uses  up 
20  percent,  ice  cream  and  dairy  products  up  12  percent,  canners  up  10  percent 
and  confectioners  up  6  percent. 

Shipments  of  dextrose  during  the  1973  quarter  were  larger  to  four  of 
the  seven  categories  of  users  with  those  reported  for  use  in  non-food  pro- 
ducts up  the  most — 20.2  percent — followed  by  unclassified  food  uses  up  19.9 
percent,  confectionery  up  11.9  percent  and  beverages  up  7.9  percent.  Ship- 
ments for  use  in  canning  had  the  largest  decline — 20.4  percent-followed  by 
ice  cream  and  dairy  products  down  13.5  percent  and  bakery,  cereal  and  related 
products  down  6.8  percent. 

The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York, 
(No.  10  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  continued  to  show 
strength  during  May,  averaging  10.06  cents  per  pound.     This  compares  with 
an  average  of  9.65  cents  during  April  and  8.76  cents  during  May  of  last 
year.     The  quotation    has        continued    strong      in      June,  increasing  from 
10.20  cents  per  pound  on  June  1  to  10.28  cents  on  June  5  and  to  10.30  cents 
on  June  8.       For     the  period  June  1-22     the    quotation    averaged  10.28  cents 
compared  with  8.73  cents  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

Production  of  cang  sugar    in    Hawaii      through      May  19,  1973,  totaled 
376,779  short  tons,  96    basis  compared  with  337,564  tons    produced  through 
May  20,  1972,  and  365,477  tons  produced  through  May  22,  1971. 

The  price  for  world  sugar  continued  strong     during  May.  The  spot  price 
of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange  for  world  bulk  sugar  (No.  11 
Contract)  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports  averaged  9.67  cents 
per    pound  in  May,  the  highest  monthly  average  since  January  1964  when  it 
was  10.64  cents  per  pound.     In  April  1973  the  spot  quotation  averaged  9.06 
cents  per  pound  and  in  May  of  last  year  7.01  cents. 

The  world  raw  sugar  price  has  continued  strong  in  June  even  though  it 
has  weakened  some  from  the  first  three  trading  days  in  June  when  it  ranged 
from  10.20  cents  to  10.50  cents  per  pound.     After  declining  to  9.20  cents 
on  June  12,  the  quotation  strengthened  and  was  at  10.20  cents  on  June  18. 
For  the  period  June  1-22  the  quotation  averaged  9.78  cents  compared  \^th 
6.83  cents  during  that  period  of  last  year. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELALATING  TO  1973  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 

USDA  ANNOUNCES  DECLARATION  AND  ALLOCATION  OF  ADDITIONAL  1973  SUGAR  DEFICITS 

The  U.   S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  May  25,  1973  declared  additional 
deficits  in  1973  sugar  quotas  totalling  148,380    short  tons,     raw  value, 
of  sugar,  consisting  of  20,000  tons  for  Puerto  Rico,     100,232  tons  for 
the  West  Indies,  15,889  tons  for  Panama  and  12,259     tons     for  Honduras. 

The  deficits  determined  were  allocated  to  foreign  countries  by- 
assigning  26,912  tons  to  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  and  prorating  the 
balance  to  Western  Hemisphere  quota  countries  in  accordance  with  Section 
2Q4(a)  of  the  Sugar  Act. 

The  Department  is  required,  pursuant  to  Section  204(a)  of  the  Sugar  Act 
to  periodically  determine  as  information  becomes  available  but  not  less 
frequently  than  60-day  intervals,  whether  any  area  or  country  will  fail  to 
fulfill  its  quota  obligations. 

The  action  taken  was  based  on  the  latest  information  available  to 
the  Department  from  representatives  of  the  producing  areas  supplying  19  73 
quota  sugar. 

This  action  also  makes  slight  changes  in  all  temporary  quotas  due  to 
a  revision  in  the  proration  of  the  Cuban  quota  to  reflect  the  75,000  ton  in- 
crease in  the  Hawaiian  quota  (See  USDA  press  release  641-73) 

Deficit  prorations,  together  with  revised  quotas,  are  shown  in  the 
table  on  Page  8. 

OTHER  ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 

Washington,  June  14,  1973  -  The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  today 
announced  a  public  hearing  on  , fair  and  reasonable  wage  rates  for  sugarcane 
fieldworkers  in  the    Texas  sugarcane  area. 

The  hearing  will  be  held  at  San  Benito,  Texas,  on  July  12,        1973  in  the 
Community  Building,  210  East  Heywood,  beginning  at  9:30  a.m. 

To  qualify  for  payments  under  the  Sugar  Act  of  1948,  as  amended , producers 
must  pay  all  persons  employed  on  the  farm  in  producing,  cultivating,  or 
harvesting  sugarcane  in  full  and  at  wage  rates  not  less  than  those  determined 
fair  and  reasonable  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  after  public  hearing  and 
investigation. 

To  obtain  the  best  possible  information,  USDA  requests  that  all  interested 
persons  appear  at  the  "hearing  to  express  their  views  and  present  oertinent  data 
on  whether  the  wage  determination  which  became  effective  October  2,  1972  should 
be  continued  or  amended.   (See  June  18,  19  73  Federal  Register)

January-May  1973  deliveries  4,456,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  up  108,000  tons  from  January-May  1972.     Final  data 
for  April  1973  deliveries  886,000  short  tons,  raw  value- -previously  pub- 
lished preliminary  as  896,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors*  stocks  June  2,  1973  were  2,544,000  short  tons, 
raw  value  (preliminary),  down  128,000  tons  from  a  year  ago  and  down 
288,000  tons  from  April  30,  1973.     During  May  refiners'  stocks  decreased 
84,000  tons,  beet  processors'  stocks  decreased  121,000  tons,  mainland  cane 
processors'  stocks  decreased  83,000  tons  and  importers  of  direct  consump- 
tion sugar  stocks  decreased  about  1,000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas  January  1  to  May  31,  1973  were  4,427,267  short  tons, 
raw  value,  leaving  a  balance  of  7,073,247  tons  to  be  supplied  within  the 
11,500,000  ton  total. 

4.  Regionally,  January-April  deliveries,  1973  as  compared  to  1972  were  up 
in  four  of  the  five  regions:     Increases  --  North  Central  6.1  percent,  New 
England  1.5  percent,  mid-Atlantic  1.0  percent  and  West  0.7  percent.  De- 
liveries in  the  South  were  reported  as  down  1.0  percent. 

5.  First  quarter  1973  sugar  deliveries  were  larger  to  six  of  the  seven 
industrial  user  groups  than  for  the  same  1972  quarter,  and  also  larger  to 
two  of  the  four  non-industrial  user  groups.    To  industrial  buyers  the 
national  increase  was  2.4  percent  while  to  non-industrial  buyers  deliveries 
decreased  6.2  percent. 

6.  Corn  refiners'  shipments  of  corn  sweeteners  for  consumption  in  the 
continental  United  States  during  the  first  quarter  of  1973  were  17.1  percent 
more  than  those  of  the  comparable  1972  quarter.     Com  sirup  shipments  in- 
creased 20.7  percent  while  shipments  of  dextrose  were  up  7,3  percent.
